Tornados Rip Across Kentucky 

Owsley Countains Jump to Aid Those in Need 


Weather across Kentucky 
for the past two weeks 
has been, what you might 
call a bit “unusual”. I 
can surely say that March 
2012 came in like a Lion 
instead of a Lamb. Our 
days have gone from 70’s 
to snow, to tornadoes, to 
mid 50’s to tornadoes to 
snow and now sunny days 
again. Last week Magoffin 
County was hit not once 
but twice with tornadoes 
almost completely wiping 
out the city of West 
Liberty. East Bernstadt in 
Laurel County was hit with 
a tornado and wiped out a 
large section of that small 
community. According to 
the London Kentucky State 
Police have closed Vi mile 
- stretch of U.S. North of 
London so utility crews 
can repair damage from 
last Friday’s tornadoes. 
The utility company are 
replacing utility poles and 
stretching new electrical 
wire in place of the 


damaged ones. According 
to Trooper Don Trosper, 
the traffic was making it 
difficult and dangerous 
for the workers, so for the 
safety of everybody, they 


just decided to go ahead 
and shut it down. Trooper 
Trosper also stated that 
it would remain closed 
depending on time it took 
the utility company to finish 


their job. 

Following Friday’s violent 
storms, heavy winds and 
tornado’s that ripped across 
Kentucky and then the

To many picking up litter is just the right thing to do, 
however your good deed could be more dangerous than you 
think. 

MARCH IS METH 
AWARENESS MONTH 

The picture above is of One Step Meth Labs. To 
the unsuspecting eye they just look like pop bottles 
that have been tossed out or regular litter left behind, 
but in reality they could be active meth labs. Using 
the one-pot method means that meth cooks can make 
meth in one sealed container which is generally 
flipped upside-down to cause the reaction needed to 
turn several toxic ingredients into meth. This method 
generally produces meth in smaller quantity, but 
doesn’t make it any less dangerous. 

The chemical reaction going on inside the container 
(which can be anything but is usually a soda bottle) 
causes an extremely high amount of pressure to build 
up within the container after being shaken. The 
biggest danger in relation to this method is the fact 
that it is fast and portable. So portable in fact, that it 
is most common to find people using this method to 
make meth in their car. They generally drive around 
while the meth is being made to release the fumes 
and when the process is over, some 40 minutes later, 
they simply chuck the used container filled with toxic 
chemical residue out of the window. Aside from the 
environmental impact this has, it also poses a hazard 
to children that naturally want to explore and pick up 
the things they find.

Money Tips for Students: How to Make It, Use It and Save It 


Be Sure You Understand A Contract Before You Sign It 


A contract is a written agreement 
between two or more parties in 
which an offer is made and ac¬ 
cepted. The Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA) advises that if you are 
thinking about signing a contract, 
make sure you fully understand 
it first. If you rent an apartment 
or have your own cell phone 
plan, you have probably signed a 
contract. If you have taken out a 
federal student loan, you entered 
a contract when you signed your 
Master Promissory Note. 

Since a contract sets out in 
detail what each party is obli¬ 
gated to do for the other party, 
you should read each contract 


thoroughly and ask questions. 
If one of the parties agrees to 
make a change in the contract, 
make sure the change is in writ¬ 
ing. Get all of your questions 
answered before you sign the 
contract, and keep a copy after 
you have signed. In some cases, 
you may want to have an attor¬ 
ney review the contract before 
you sign it. 

Consumer protection laws let 
you cancel some contracts with¬ 
in three days of signing. Before 
you sign any contract, find out if 
you have that option. If you do 
not, your options of getting out 
of the contract are limited. 

If someone uses high-pressure 


tactics to get you to sign a con¬ 
tract, consider that a warning 
sign and consider walking away 
from the agreement. 

KHEAA is the state agency 
that administers Kentucky’s 
grant and scholarship programs, 
including the Kentucky Educa¬ 
tional Excellence Scholarship 
(KEES).

OCHS Students Grow On 


PLAN and EXPLORE Tests! 


students in the 8 in and 
10 th grades at OCHS 
took the EXPLORE and 
PLAN assessments. 

The EXPLORE and 
PLAN assessments 
(along with the ACT) are 
designed to determine 
the college and career 
readiness of students. 
Owsley County 8th 
grade student’s scores 
increased from 14.3 
(out of 25) in 2010 to 
a 15.1 in 2011 on the 
Explore exam. This is 
an increase of .8 points. 
On the PLAN assess¬ 
ment, the growth was 
1.1 points over 2010 
with a 2011 compos¬ 
ite of 16.7 (out of 32). 
Both of these were sig¬ 
nificant growth for the 
students of OCHS and 
moved Owsley County’s 
scores among the top 
schools in Eastern 
Kentucky. 

The EXPLORE 
and PLAN test scores 
are important indica¬ 
tors as to how students 
will perform on the ACT 
assessment. Students 
and teachers can uti¬ 
lize the data to help 
students find out how 
well they know subject 
matter and what they 
need to learn next. The 
EXPLORE and PLAN 
results will help them 
achieve higher scores 
on the ACT and more 


importantly, will help 
them prepare for college 
and be career ready.

Three Place At 
Indoor State Track 


The Owsley County 
Track team traveled to 
Louisville on Saturday, 
March 3, to compete at 
the Mason-Dixon Games. 
This meet also doubles as 
the unofficial State Indoor 
Track Championships. 

Because of the extreme 
weather situation, the team 
did not leave Booneville 
until 4:00 am on Saturday 
morning. An 8:00 am 
start time necessitated an 
early morning trip, but 
the Owl tracksters eagerly 
anticipated the opportunity 
to compete in the larger 
venue of the M-D Games. 

There were three Owsley 
County thinclads who 
placed in the meet. 

Leading the way was ninth 


grader Logan Campbell, 
who placed fifth in the 3000 
meter run. Logan lowered 
his time from last year by 
10 seconds and improved 
his placing from 7th to 5th, 
clocking a 10:28 for the 15 
lap event 

Senior Kayla White 
placed for the fourth year 
in a row at the M-D Games, 
finishing in sixth place in 
the Shot Put. She tossed 
the 8-lb shot some 26 feet, 
8 3 A inches. 

Junior Brittany Schade 
placed seventh in the 
girls 55 meter hurdles by 
posting a 10.9 finish. She 
lowered her time by some 
1.2 seconds in the event to 
place at the M-D Games 
for the first time.

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might not sound like much, 
but is actually a huge 
improvement from last 
season.

LEGAL NOTICE 

The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet 

In accordance with KRS 176.051, Kentucky’s noxious weed law, the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet will destroy noxious weeds on state-owned right of way 
at the request of the adjoining property owner. The noxious weeds named in 
this law are Johnson grass, giant foxtail, Canada thistle, nodding thistle, multi¬ 
flora rose, black nightshade, wild cucumber and kudzu. 

Persons who own property adjacent to state right of way and who are involved 
in eradication efforts on their property can submit a written application to the 
highway district office in their area. Applications and addresses for each district 
office can be obtained from state highway garages. j

heavy, wet snowfall that 
many Kentuckians woke 
up to Monday morning, 
the Kentucky Public 
Service Commission stated 
that more than 18,000 
Kentuckians were without 
power as of 10 a.m. on 
Monday, March 5, 2012 
because of these two 
factors. 

As of Tuesday morning 
the Kentucky Department 
of Public Health reports 
the fatalities has risen to 
22 from the storm, with the 
latest occurring in Johnson 
County: 2; Kenton County: 
4;Lawrence County: 2; 
Laurel County: 5; Menifee 
County: 3; and Morgan 
County: 6. They also 
report that approximately 
300 injuries have been 
reported. Forecasters say 
the tornado that hit West 
Liberty was on the ground 
for about 60 continuous 
miles in eastern Kentucky 
and was carrying winds up 
to 140 mph. 

In the wake of the 
severe weather and tornado 
outbreaks across Kentucky, 
there are several sites across 
Owsley that are serving 
as drop off sites for items 
needed in the devastated 
communities. According to 
the KSP Post, the following 
items are the most needed: 
leather gloves,shovels, 
rakes, thermoses, batteries, 
flashlights, coffee pots, 
antibiotic cream, band- 
aids,first aid kits,soap,body 
wash, bottled hand 
soap/hand sanitizer, 

deodorant, feminine 

products, shampoo/cream 
rinse, shaving cream/ 
razors,toothbrushes/ 
toothpaste, bath towels/ 
washcloths, baby formula, 
baby food, baby diapers (all 
sizes),baby blankets,bottles 
toilet paper, styrofoam 
cups,cleaning supplies 
such as bleach, mops, 
brooms and buckets, 
laundry detergent, plastic 
goods (cups and cutlery) 
paper goods (plates, 
napkins, towels and 
bowls), disposable gloves 
(rubber or latex),trash bags 
(all sizes), cat and dog 
food, plastic containers, 
blankets, gift cards,bottled 
water, and non-perishable 
food items. 

Several individuals, 
businesses and 

governmental groups 
have already and are still 
collecting items for the 
damaged communities. 
Tony Smith has already 
took a load of items and 
is still collecting items. 
Donna Jo Creech at D’J’s 
has taken two loads and 
is still collecting items. 
You can drop them off at 
the building beside DJ’s. 
The Holy Family Catholic 
Church is collecting items. 
You can drop your items 
off at the church. Island 
City Baptist Church 
collected money for Laurel 
and Magoffin County. The 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife, 
Booneville/Owsley County 
Fire Department, Vincent 
Fire Department and 
Booneville Shop wise has 
already taken supplies to 
West Liberty. The Owsley 
County Fiscal Court and 
Emergency Management 
is still collecting items. 
You can drop them off at 
the Emergency Shelter. 
Owsley County Farm 
Bureau is taking up 
donations and will match 
all donations through the 
month of March. You can 


drop your donations off at 
the Farm Bureau Office. 

Owsley Countians were 
very lucky last week. 
Several items, a picture of a 
little boy, pieces of tin, etc, 
were dropped off from the 
tornado that it picked up in 
East Bernstadt, as it went 
over us Friday night. As I

erally because there was 
a U.S. Senate race on the 
ballot in 2010 when Turner 
allegedly bought the votes. 
Turner also tried to per¬ 
suade a witness to with¬ 
hold information from au¬ 
thorities about the alleged 
vote-buying and provided 
the person with what to say 
if contacted by authorities, 
according to the indictment. 
According to the U.S. At¬ 


torney's Office, Turner was 
in custody until his arraign¬ 
ment hearing by Judge 
Robert E Wier on Monday. 
Brent Caldwell is listed as 
Turner's attorney for the 
case. According to the U.S. 
District Court Eastern Dis¬ 
trict of Kentucky, Turner 
was released yesterday, but 
no other information was 
available at this time. If 
convicted, Turner faces up 
to 20 years in prison.
